CN 2,7-Naphthalenedisulfonic acid, 5-[m-[(4,6-dichloro-s-trlazln-2- 
yl)amino]benzamido]-3-[(2,5-disulfophenyl)azo]-4-hydroxy- 
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, which has halogen substituted triazin ring. At the position corresponding to 
CI, the instant application requires that this position must be NR3R4, SR5, 
OH. Therefore, the claims are free of prior art.
